The Ministers of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod, and Ministerium 
A North Carolina and adjacent parts, with their Lay-Delegates, assembled 
in Zion's Church, Wythe county, Virginia, on the 12th of May, 1838.— 
The hour for public worship baving arrived, and an attentive congrega- 
tion to hear the messages of Salvation, the solemnities of di- 
vine service were commenced 1 Rev. Benjamin Arey, who deliver- 
ed an interesting discourse from Is. lv., 6, 7, showing the necessity of seek- 
ing the Lord without delay ;—the manner in which be is to be sought, and 
his willingness to be found of those who sincerely seek him. 
Without any intermission, the Rev. David Bernhard, delegate trom the 
Evangelical Latheran Synod of South Carolios, followed with an instruc- 
tive from 2 Cor. v., 20, showing, that the world has revolted from 
(sod ;—that Ministers of the Gospel are embassadors for Christ, to make 
known the terms of reconciliation, and the necessity of complying with 
these terms without delay. The Rev. Jacob Scherer, Pastor of the con- 
gregation, then read from the Liturgy the usual form of Confession, and 
announced to the truly penitent and humble believer in Christ, God's pro- 
mises to pardon sin, and that they, who bunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness, shall be satisfied and have cause to rejoice in the God of their Sal- 
vation. The cungregation was then dismissed with the benediction. 


LORD’S DAY. 


At an early hour of the day, a le tion assembled to en- 
gage in the solemnities of public worship. As the Church was too small 
to contain all the people, the exercises of divine worship were conducted 
ata stand, near the Church, which had been erected for the occasion. 
The President, Rev. H. Greber, preached the Synodical Sermon from Ro- 
mans i 16, in which he gave a lucid expinnation of what is meant by the 
Gospel ;—that it is the power of God unto salyation to every one that be- 
lie ves, and that therefore, the Apostle was not, and we must not be asham- 
ed of the Gospel of Christ. 

After making a profitable improvement of the subject for the benefit of 
the Congregation at large, he gave an affectionate and impressive exhor- 
tation to his Ministerial brethren in ‘particular. 

The Rev. David Bernhard then succeeded, and preached an edifying 
sermon from Luke xv. 2, showing the infinite mercy and love of Jesus 
Christ, as manifésted by his willingness to receive sinners in the most af- 
fectionste manner. The Congregation was then invited into the Church 


to celebrate the dying love of the son of God. Tbe Pastor of the Congre- 
gation, having consecrated the elements for communion by 
and fervent prayer to a throne of grace, the Holy Supper was administer 
to the Ministers, the Lay-Delegates and Congregation generally, and to 
some Christian friends of other denominations. - 


— 
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During the whole of these exercises, the Congregation observed good 
order, and by their unremitted attention, manifested'a desire to be instruc- 
ted in the way to Salvation; and we hope and tu ust, that in the great day 
of accounts, some gon results from this meeting will be seen.— May the 
good Lord follow with his blessing-thé labors of hiv-servants to promote 
the prosperity of the Redeemer’s kingdom, and the present and eterna! 
happiness of precious souls. 

After a short intermission, the Congregation re- assembled at the stand, 
where u short discourse was delivered by Rev. S. Rothrock. Thus ended the 
solemn services of the Lord's day.

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PRESIDENTS ADDRESS. | 


Dran : 

In accordance with the Constitation of this Rev. Synod and Ministe-. 
rium; it has been made my duty to present a Report of Ecclesiastical offi-. 
cers, and of the transactions of the business imposed upon me, during the 
past year. Almost twelve months have revolved since we met in Synod, 
and it is an occasion of holy rejoicing and thanksgiving to the Great Head 
of the Church, that he has preserved our tinprofitable live’; and for the en · 
joyment of many blessings from on high as Heralds of the Cross. By an all- 
over-ruling Providence we are now assembled again in Synod, for the pur- 
pose of deliberating upon important matters pertaining to the kingdom of 
our Divine Redeemer, and to transact such business of the Evangelical 
branch of the Church to which we belong, as may be regularly brought 
before us, with a view to use all proper efforts to promote the glory of God, 
the salvation of blood-bought and never-dying souls, and to extend the borders 
of our beloved Zion. | 

In addition to this introductioa, I would now proceed to lay before this 
Rev. Body, the events that have transpired since the adjournment of the 
last Synodical Session, so far as they have come within my knowledge. 

In the month of August last, the Rev. Philip Arthur Strobel presented 
to me an honerable dismission, which he had obtained from the President 
of the Synod of South Carolina, accompanied with a strong testimony to 
his literary qualifications and unblemished moral character. Some time 
after this, the Rev. Elijah Hawkins, also, forwarded an honorable dismis- 
sion to me, which he had received from the same source, bearing favorable 
testimony to his attainments in piety and learning, and to his upright and 
exemplary deportment. 

In the Fall | received an encouraging report pencerning the Theslesi- 
cal Seminary at Lexington, South Carolina, written by the Rev, Doctor 
Ernest I. Hazelius, the Professor of that Institation, in which he stated that 
they had reason to be thankful to God, for the kindness and protecting care 
which he had vouchsaved to them during the Summer Session; and that 
they had met with no interruption from sickness of any consequence. 
He further stated that he had reason to be pleased with the application 
and moral conduct of the students) There were also several accessions of 
students during the last Summer; onc froin Virginia, two from Charles- 
ton, and one from the State of New-York. Three students graduated at 
the ond of the Summer session, and probably presented themselves for li- 
censure at the last meeting of the Synod of South Carolina. And lastly 
he added: ‘We recommend ourselves and our Institution (o your afiec- 
tionate remembrance, and to the prayers of the brethren of your Synod.” 
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Moreover, on my journey to this meeting, I received another letter of gre? 
importance from the Rev. Doctor, which you will find among the papers 
laid before Synod. 

Hence, it is encouraging to learn, that this School of the Prophets is 
still in a flourishing condition, in which not only the Church of both the 
Carolinas feels herself deeply interested, but the adjacent States, and even 
the more interior of the Union have already experienced some of its advan- 
tages. Arid, although a good deal has been done already in patronizing 
this Institution, a great deal more remains yet to be done by the christian 
community: it justly claims our support and our prayers, at home and 
abroad. I should think some plan, if possible, ouglit to be devised by this 
Synod, different from the one we have been hitherto pursuing, to increase 
the funds of our Seminary more speedily. Certainly there is wealth 
enough in so happy a land as ours; all that remains then, is to get rightly 
at it. 

With regard to the Delegates appointed at our last Synod, to meet the 
Synod of South Carolina, I have obtained no complete imformation. 
“Several Special Conferences, or Protracted Meetings have been held 
since the recess of the last Synod, and they have generally been well at- 
tended ; good has been done, lasting impresgions have been made, and we 
hope, some have been really converted to God. The conduct of many has 
been conformable to the Discipline of the church, which has been more ex- 
tensively introduced and more strictly adhered to than formerly. 

Hunger aad thirst after the preaching of the Gospel and the administra- 
tion of its ordinances, appear to be increasing within the limits of this Sy- 
vod, and missionary fields still claim our attention. A section of East Ten- 
nessee, part of Lincoln and a part of Davie counties in North Carolina, 
seem (for ought I know) to be the most important at present. One or two 
small congregations might be organized South and South-West of Mocks- 
ville, (now tire seat ot justice of Davie.) I was particolariy requested by 
respectable persons from that section of the latter county, to lay their sit- 
uation before this Rev. Body. 

Sunday Schools appear to be pretty generally established within the 
bounds of this Synod, in which good order and christian zeal prevail. 
Children are instructed, the youth improved, the aged edified, and the joy- 
ful news of Selvation is Se proclaimed to the slave in various 
ways. 

There are between one and two hundred volumes of Books belonging to 
thie Synod which merit our attention. These bouks are yef remaining from 
the Library of the Rev. C. A. Stork, who has long since gone to his rest. 
His sarviving family had the first choice of them, and the balance he be- 


‘quested to the Theological Seminary at Gettysbuoy, which mode the se- 
‘cond choice, and reserved the surplusage to our Synod. These books are 


deposited at the house of Mr. Dewalt Lentz, in Rowan, North Carolina. 
There are some few Hebrew, Grech, Latin, French and English composi- 
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19 | 
tions among them, and all the rest are German worke—some whole and 
good, some torn and some well worn. Now these books might subsurve some 
good purpose, if they were sold before they decay, and the German lan- 
guage with them. 

The Lutheran Observer has become more extensively circulated in our 
Churches during the past year than formerly ; it ought still to be encour- 
aged by this Synod, and patronized * the respective Congregations 
under its care. 

The subject of Foreign Missions has exe we 
are aware of its importance and of the injuction of our Divine Master 
to preach, or cause the Gospel to be preached to every rational creature 
in the world ; but we deeply regret, that under existing circumstances we 
have not the means to engage in so noble a work abroad, inasmuch as we 
have still more Missionary ground at home than we have hitherto been 
enabled to cultivate. The children’s bread we cannot spare,—the Theo- 
logical School we dare not neglect; all, therefore, that we can do is, to 
pray the Lord of the Harvest, to open the hearts and hands of the affluent 
to aid us in training up more Gospel Ministere—men of the right spirit— 
that the broken walls of Zion may be built up speedily at home ; and then 
it will afford us the greatest pleasure to send some of them to the Heathen 
worid, where Immanuel's name has never been heard, and where his Gos- 
pel is not known. 

May now the Sun of Righteousness graciously shine upon us and all our 
deliberations, that we may understand his will and promote his cause, to 
the glory of His holy name.
